A Nevada Man Builds » Do^T»le 'Wi»4- 


mlll to Generate Enormous Potye* 
Without Cost, 
A queer spider looking building has 


seen going up near the Point Lobos 
tation daring the last ten days. 
It is over forty feet high and looks 
ike a scaffolding. But eight braces of 
eavy fdre cable reveal the fact that it 
s expected to sustain a great strain, 
tfany conjectures! were made as to the 
robable use of the skeleton of steel. 
Saturday the queries were answered, 
ixto the tower of steel rods were carried 
ix ten-foot windmills. They form a 
ower that their inventor expects to 
evolutionize the world of mechanics. 


UNLIKE ORDINARY WINDMILLS 


Jhese were set up in pairs, one wheel 
jeing just behind the others. Thus 
here is a row of wheels three high. It 
s in this peculiarity of construction 
hat their inventor claims to have 
ound the cheapest power capable of 
construction. 


His idea is to have the two wheels 


work one close behind the other, on 
either side of an erect steel shaft. The 
wind, coming horizontally, strikes the 
ans of the first wheel at an angle. 
Phis causes that wheel to revolve and 
deflects 
the 
wind,- which passing 


.hrough at an angle strikes the fans 
of the wheel perpendicularily, driv- 
ug it in the opposite direction. 


Because of the directness with which 


t strikes the fans of the second wheel 
;hat wheel is given a velocity almost 
twice that of the first. Thus it will be 
seen that one mill will be made to do 
,he work of three. 


One queer part of it is that both 


wheels running in opposite direction, 
act on cogs so as to help turn the main 
vertical shaft in the same direction. 


The three sets of wheels one above 


;he other all work on the same main 
shaft. By this means the inventor 
argues that nine-horse power will be 
generated by his mill in an ordinary 
oreeze. A single windmill, he esti- 
mates, is equal to one-horse power in a 
wind blowing eighteen miles an hour. 
His second mill, having twice the 
velocity-of the first, will have twice its 
power. Thus one pair will have three 
lorse power. The effect of three sets 
of wheels would be -4o turn the main 
shaft with a force equal to three times 
;hree, or nine-horse power. 


THE INVENTOB. 


The idea of the wheels belongs to J. 


P. Foulks of Verdi, Nev. He is an old- 
;imer who came to California in 1852 
and drifted to the Comstock. Event- 
ually he became interested in Jumber- 
.ng and now owns a large sawmill be* 
;ween Webber Lake and Verdi. Mr. 
Fcralks is a member of the assembly of 
Nevada, and just before the legislature 
convened this year he received word 
;hat the patent on his wheel had been 
granted. While at the legislature he 
;old some- of his fellow-solons of his 
machine and a corporation was formed 
,o manufacture it, with four of Ne- 
vada's assembly as directors. 


Navada is so locked in by mountains 


;hat breezes blow but fitfully. In look- 
ng for a place to put their machine in 
practical working Foulks thought of 
Point Lobos. 


Last year there were only three days 


ha which the wind did not blow there. 


Once it blew at the rate o£ seventy- 


one miles an hour, while the daily aver- 
age speed was eighteen mile an hour. 
Another advantage was that the federal 
government kept a wind gauge at this 
point and thus the windmill experi- 
menters could obtain reliable statistics 
as to the force of the wind at times 
when the operation of the new machine 
was being observed. 


Mr. Sutro gave his consent to their 


erecting the air motor on his premises, 
and work was commenced at once. 


A DESCRIPTION OF THE MILL. 


The wheels of the mill are made on 


Dhe same principle as a bicycle wheel, 
the steel tire being held in place by 
steel wires, two for each fan. To these 
wires the fans are fastened. 


To roll the tires would require 


machinery that San Francisco mills 
did not have. In consequence the 
wheels were made of wood. The wheels 
all turn with the great central axle. 
This is moved with a lever situated a 
few feet from the ground. 
By this 


means the wheels can be put at any 
angle to the wind that is required. 


When a hurricane is blowing the mill 


can be turned loose, the inventor says, 
and be safe. The peculiar action of the 
wheels in turning in opposite direc- 
tions makes them turn out of the wind 
so that nothing but bare poles are pre- 
sented. 


The machine has been put together 


and in a few days a fifty light dynamo 
will be connected with it. 


Mr. Fonlks, with two of the directors 


of the company, also Nevada assembly- 
men, were overseeing its construction 
yesterday. 


"When I saw Mi-. Sutro," he said, 


"he gave me permission to build here, 
but expressed himself as skeptical as to 
the value of my invention. 


" He told me he had just put in a ten- 


horse power engine to pump water into 
the baths, but that if my air motor was 
a success he would put up a half dozen 
of them to work the pumps and light 
the baths and the cliff. 


ADVANTAGES OF THE MOTOB. 


"You see," explained Mr. Foulks,

Foulks proposes to remedy the drag 


the first wheels put on second by sup- 
jlying the front wheels with a ratchet. 
As it is now until there is so great a 
sower to resist as to reduce the speed 
of the second wheel to that of the first 
the latter is in the way. When such a 
power has to be generated both wheels 
work together, the second still doing 
twice the work of the first. 


Mr. Sutro was seen yesterday morn- 


ing and said the machine was built 
with his consent. " If it is a success 
and can generate electricity," he said, 
"I will certainly make use of it. By 
using a storage battery the electricity 
can be utilized both in pumping the 
water required for the baths and sup- 
plying electric light for the entire 
cliff."—San Francisco Call.

THE KKNO REDUCTION AVOKKS. 


They are Prepared to Kednce Ores, and 


Miners Should Endeavor to Supply 
Them. 


The Beno Beduction Works are pre- 


pared to reduce ores and will pay the 
highest price for gold and silver ores 
consigned to them at Eeno. 
H. H. 


Beck, Superintendent of the works, has 
succeeded in getting a rate of one cent 
per ton per mile from the Souther Pa- 
iific Company for all ores shipped to 
the works from points along the rail- 
road. This is as cheap transportation 
as can be expected, and were it no£ lor 
the low price of silver bullion the 
works would doubtless be supplied to 
their full capacity with ores from mines 
along the Central Pacific railroad. in 
this state. The percentage deducted 
from the value of ores for reducing 
them is low and miners are paid in 
coin the moment the ores are sampled 
and their value ascertained. 


It is the intention of the proprietors 


of the works to build smelters for re- 
ducing copper, galena and other base 
ores containing silver as soon as they 
are assured that ores will be furnished 
tnem in quantity sufficient to supply 
the smelter. They do not, ho-wevei>,pror 
pose purchasing undeveloped mines. 


There is an extensive copper mine a 


few miles from Golconda on the Cent- 
ral Pacific which is developed to, a con- 
siderable extent and which would sup- 
ply several smelters steadily, 
There 


are also copper mines within a few 
miles of Winnemucca, which would 
doubtless furnish considerable ore, in 
fact there are a number of copper 
mines in Nevada which might be made 
to pay n*ore or less profit if worked 
systematically and economically and 
with the cheap rates for transportation 
for ores on the railroad employment 
might be furnished a large number of 
persons mining and smelting the ores 
from these mines if furnaces were 
erected,

NEW ORDINANCKS. 


Regula- 
tiniit.8—New license 
tloiiw and Nuisances. 


The board of county commissioners 


has adopted new ordinances, a synop- 
sis of which 
are as follows. 
The 


money derived from licenses is to be 
expended in improving streets and 
beautifying the town. The only change 
in the fire ordinance is that the fire 
limits are bounded as follows: 


FIBE LIMITS. 


Beginning at the center/of the inter- 


section of West street and the alley be- 
tween Second and Third; thence run- 
ning in an easterly direction with the 
center of the alley to the center of the 
intersection of the alley and Peavine 
street; thence southerly with the cen- 
ter of Peavine street to the Truckee 
river; thence westerly with the mean- 
der of the river to a point which would 
be reached by the center of West street 
extended to the river; thence northerly 
with the center of West street to place 
of beginning. 


The board has no right to grant any 


privileges within the fire limits whati 
ever, and all buildings constructed, ad 
ditions, changes or alterations must 
be made of brick, stone, or iron, or a 
combination of these materials. 
No 


wooden structure within the fire limits 
can be moved, unless the same is to be 
removed without the fire limits, 


CITY LICENSES. 


The new city license ordinance pro- 


vides the following licenses:

quarter. 


For pistol, gua or rifle shooting gal- 


lery, $5 per quarter. 


For skating rink, $15 per quarter. 
For livery or feed stable, $3 per quar- 


ter. 


For blacksmith! ng, or wagon-making 


or both, $3 per quarter. 


For hotel, restaurant, boarding house, 


eating stand, or public lodging house, 
$3 per quarter. 


For ten pin or bowling alley, $5 per 


quarter. 


For draymen, for -each dray, cart or 


other vehicle employed, $3 per quarter. 


For hack and expressmen, for each 


hack, carriage or other vehicle, $3 per 
quarter. 


For insurance agents, either life or 


fire, $3 per quarter. 


For carrying on gaming, either faro, 


monte, roulette, lansquenet, rouge-et 


ir$ rondo, keno, fantan, diana, stud- 


biorse poker, chuck-a-luck, or any bank- 
ing game played with cards, dice, or 
any-other device, $15 per quarter. 


For circus, caravan, or menagerie, $10 


for each exhibition or performance. 


For lessee or manager of any theatre, 


or hall used for concerts, theatrical 
performances or other exhibitions, $15 
per quarter or $10 for each exhibition 
or performance. 


For every solicitor, drummer or mer- 


cantile agent, $15 per quarter. 


For all other classes of business not 


specified, $3 per quarter. 


The chief of police is designated as 


the license collector. 


The ordinance in relation to nuisances 


makes it compulsory upon the owners 
or drivers of hacks, express wagons, 
drays, etc., to obtain permission of 
owners or rentees of property before 
allowing their vehicles to stand in front 
of such place of business.

The laiuiching of Mr. C trroll'a b4-foat"- 


er, which has been succ t .fully accom- 
plished in America from tnu ramons yard 
of the Herreshoffs, reminds us of the ap- 
proach of u /aditing season of an impor- 
tance hithsrto nnequaled. Since 1851, 
when tho Americ.-v won the Royal Yacht 
Squadron cup, there have been numer- 
ous contests between the old and the new 
countries £6r the sailing championship, 
but the vessel that is built of enmcicut 
sturdmess to adventure the Atlantic 
passage is at a notorious disadvantage 
when pitted against a rival whose con- 
struction demands no snch solidity. Ac- 
cording to designers on both sides of tho 
western ocean, the present rating rules 
of both England and America have a 
tendency to produce machines rather 
than the desired "wholesome type" of 
yacht, and under their provisions com- 
fort has to be sacrificed to speed. 


On the other hand, a yacht that can 


cross the Atlantic must at least be reck- 
oned seaworthy, and that she should be 
worsted by a stay-at-home machine'takes 
much of the sting out of defeat. During 
the coming season, however, no such un- 
satisfactory conclusion will be possible. 
If Mr. Carroll's sloop be beaten in Eng- 
lish waters and Lord Dunraven's cutter 
in American, we can at least cry quits, 
but if the victory fall on both sides to 
the same nation, there can be no longer 
any question as to her claim to pie- 
eminence for the time. The prizes on 
either side aie of nearly similar impor- 
tance, and their defenders will be about 
equally numerous.—London Saturday 
Review. 


A Deer Story. 


Last fall Mr Walling, whose farm ad-

Of 
these he gathered two acres, putting 
them in heaps and covering them with 
about six inches of straw. The half acre 
was not harvested. Mr. Walling's inten- 
tion was to draw the turnips which were 
in heaps as soon as the first snow came, 
but the intention was not carried out 
and the snow covered the heaps and pre- 
served the turnips. Last week Mr. Wal- 
ling decided to commence feeding tbe 
turnips and took a sleigh to the turnip 
field. The heap= were all gone. 
Every 


turnip had been catea by deer. More 
than that, the half acre had been care- 
fully gone over by the herd of deer, and 
every turnip had been grubbed out of 
the ground and eaten, 1,000 bushels in 
all being eaten. The marks of 
were seen in every direction, and there 
must have been 9 cr 10. The field where 
the turnips were consumed is not more 
than three quarters of a mile from the 
village postoffice, going as the crow flies. 
—Bobcaygeon Independent.

Inaugurated President of the United 
gtntea, and She Waa In Consequence the 
Belle of the GutherliigR. , 
It was tbe closing week of commence- 


ment exercises at the military academy 
in .hine, 1869, and historic West Point 
had never appeared more brilliant Dis- 
tinguished guests from all over the 
conutry were assembled to witness the 
ceremonies, and 1,he wealth and fashion 
of New York, Brooklyn, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, 
Washington and 


other cities crowded Roe's and Cozzen's 
hotels tind the private cottages to their 
fullest capacities 
First and foremost of 


all those there was the newly inaugu- 
rated president of the United States 
Ulysses S Grant, then in the splendor 
of his fame 
Taen there was General 


William T SHprrnan, his successor in 
command of th" army; General Rul'us 
Ingalls. General (jumoy Gillmore and a 
host ot lesser military chiertams aufl 
aKo tbe officers of the academy resplrfr. 
dent m uniform, besides many civic dig 
wt irit-3 


Mra. .)<>h i A. Dix and Mrs. John Bjge- 


lo\\ occupied cottages at Costzen's, and 
the Rev 
Henry Ward Beecher' was 


present to deliver the sermon to the 
graduates 
The glories and the chivalry 


of West Point still clung to it and made 
it an attraction to the fair sex Benny 
Haven's, with its many legends of clan- 
destine cadet revelnes, yet remained at 
the river's edge. The faculty were all 
noted gray haired professors who had 
been engaged in tutoring future military 
heroes for half a century, some of them. 
Their dean was Denis Mahan, professor 
of mathematics, who was afterward to 
seek a suicide's death in the Hudson 
river 


President Grant was accompanied to 


the academy by Mrs. Grant and their 
daughter, Nellie Grant. The president's 
son, Frederick Dent Grant, was a cadet 
in the third class, and tor that reason 
the exercises had a special attraction for 
the members of the Grant family Gen- 
eral Thomas G. Pitcher, the superin- 
tendent of the academy; Colonel Henry 
M. Black, the commandant of the cadet 
corps; Lieutenant 
Colonel John M. 


Hildt, who was wooing at the time Miss 
Jerome, a daughter of Leonard Jerome, 
and whom he afterward married; Ed- 
ward C. Boynton, the adjutant of the 
post, and the rest of the officers had pre- 
pared an elaborate and interesting pro- 
gramme for the commencement, and 
during the week or longer that President 
Grant and his family were at the Point 
there was mortar practice, signal service 
movements, the building of pontoon 
bridges, cavalry maneuvers and other 
object lessons in the art of war, with 
parades every afternoon on the plateau 
by the battalion of cadets, and a concert 
afterward by the government band. 


Among the junior officers of the su- 


perintendent's staff was John E. Hosmer, 
a lieutenant of infantry, who was as- 
signed as escort to the president and his 
family during 1 heir stay at West Point. 
He was a native of Massachusetts, of 
good family and attractive personal ap- 
pearance. The daughter of the White 
House, Miss Nellie Grant, was new to 
society in the east, and the young lieu- 
tenant devoted much time to her enter- 
tainment 
He was her daily chaperon 


over the military grounds and explained 
to her the many points of historic inter- 
est there 
He arranged private enter- 


tainments and parties in her honor at the 
houses of the professors, while old dow- 
agers, with little else to do than watch 
passing eventh, noted the growing inti- 
macy of the daughter of the White House 
and the junior lieutenant, looked on the 
young couple approvingly and said to 
each other, "A match, sure." 


The commencement of the academy 


terminated on the evening of Saturday, 
June 14, with the ball of the graduating 
class at Roe'b hotel 
It was a brilhanl 


gathering, and in tho opening quadrille 
there was a conspicuous set composed of 
President Grant and Miss Strother of 
Washington, General Sherman and Mrs. 
Grant, Lieutenant Hosmer and Miss Nel- 
lie Grant and Colonel Audendried, chief 
of General Sherman's staff, and Miss 
Kinzey, a southern belle. The grizzled 
hero of the march to the sea had his eyes 
open to what was going on, and in one 
of the pauses of the dance said to his 
partner, Mrs. Grant, in uis quick, abrupt 
way, what the dowagers had previously 
remarked, "Looks like a match," nod- 
ding with his head toward Miss Grant 
and her lieutenant escort. Mrs. Grant 
had her eyes opened. 


The next day (Sunday) Nellie Grant re- 


mained in seclusion In the hotel, and 
bright and early on the following Mon- 
day morning was harried away by her 
mother to Washington, while the presi- 
dent departed for the east in response to 
public invitations. Lieutenant Hosmer 
quitted West Point a few days later and 
went to his home in Massachusetts, where 
he died in a few months. 
Afterward the 


president's daughter was married to the 
Englishman. Algernon Sartoris, who died 
in Italy —Brook) v» Eagle.
